Funeral  services  were  held  last 
month  for  two  former  Northwest- 
ern presidents.  Joseph  Edward 
Gibson,  who  died  Nov.  13,  and 
William  White  Tison,  who  died 
Nov.  30. 

Gibson,  who  died  at  University 
Hospital  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  at  the 
age  of  74,  was  president  of  North- 
western from  July,  1947,  until 
September,   1949. 

White  died  at  Baton  Rouge 
General  Hospital  after  several 
months  illness.  He  served  as 
Northwestern's  president  from 
1929  until   1934. 

During  his  tenure  at  North- 
western, Gibson  spearheaded  the 
construction  of  three  buildings 
which  are  still  in  use — the  Busi- 
ness Administration  Building, 
Home  Economics  Building  and 
Bullard  Hall. 

Gibson,  who  also  served  at  one 
time  as  president  of  Gulf  Park 
College  was  part  owner  of  the 
Associated  Consultants  in  Educa- 
tion. He  was  a  former  professor 
of  education  at  Tulane  Universi- 


ty and  also  worked  in  Tulane's 
admissions  office. 

Early  in  his  career,  Gibson  was 
superintendent  of  schools  for  the 
city  of  McComb.  Miss.  A  high 
school  constructed  there  was 
named  in  his  honor. 

A  native  of  Dry  Prong,  Tison 
had  served  as  a  teacher  and  ad- 
ministrator in  the  state's  high 
schools,  colleges  and  universities. 

After  leaving  Northwestern,  he 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Lou- 
isiana State  University  chemis- 
t:y  department.  He  also  taught  at 
Peabody  College,  Louisiana  Tech 
and  Tulane. 

Professor  emeritus  at  LSU,  Ti- 
son continued  to  work  with 
young  people  as  a  tutor  following 
his  retirement.

Chemistry  Has 
New  Equipment 

Two  new  pieces  of  equipment 
have  been  installed  in  the  North- 
western State  College  Depart- 
ment of  Chemistry  for  use  in  re- 
search and   instruction. 

Dr.  Alan  Crosby,  head  of  the 
department,  said  the  college  has 
just  received  a  Beckman  Model 
979  Atomic  Absorption  System 
and  a  Beckman  Model  772  Ratio 
Flourimeter. 

Both  instruments  are  used  ex- 
tensively in  the  undergraduate 
instruction  program  and  have  al- 
ready been  utilized  for  research 
by  both  students  and  faculty 
members. 

Installed  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
S6.000,  the  equipment  serves  as 
sensitive  measuring  devices.  The 
atomic  absorption  system  is  used 
for  teaching  analytical  chemistry. 

Presently,  the  atomic  system  is 
being  used  in  research  on  the 
browning  of  fruits  and  vegeta- 
bles and  on  inorganic  complex 
compounds.  The  biology,  chemis- 
try and  geology  departments 
have  all  found  uses  for  the  in- 
strument. 

Purchased  with  a  federal  grant, 
the  ratio  flourimeter  is  used  for 
improving  instruction  in  medical 
technology  and  dietetics  courses. 
The  instrument  is  being  used  in 
physiological  chemistry  courses. 

The  ratio  flourimeter  measures 
the  flourescense  of  chemical  com- 
pounds and  is  used  extensively 
in  the  medical  profession.
